Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  1953  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough, 

The  following  are  the  principal  facts  in  the  general  vital 
statistics  for  the  year  : — 

Population  : The  estimated  population  for  Heywood  during  1953 
is  25,170. 

Birth  Rate  : The  Birth  Rate  for  1953  was  i3'o.  This  is  2*9  less 
than  the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 

Death  Rate  : The  Death  Rate  for  1953  was  i2’3,  showing  a 
decrease  of  1*2  as  compared  with  the  average  for  the  last  five 
years. 

Infantile  Mortality  : Infantile  Mortality  for  1953  was  24  per  1,000 
births,  being  1 2 less  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 
Total  live  births  were  35  less  than  1952. 

There  were  9 still  births. 

Maternal  Mortality  : There  was  1 Maternal  death.

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Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  REGISTERED 
during-  the  calendar  year  (i.e.  ist  JAN. — 31st  DEC  INCLUSIVE) 
and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  will 
differ  therefore  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  month  by 
month. 


The  Birth  Rate  shows  a decrease  of  1 4 as  compared  with  last 
year,  the  actual  number  of  the  births  during  1953  being  35  less 
than  in  1952. 


In  addition  to  the  328  births  registered  for  the  year,  there  were 
9 Stillbirths  registered,  giving  a rate  of  27  per  1,000  total  births. 

On  the  basis  of  310  deaths  the  Death  Rate  was  i2'3  per  1,000 
of  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General. 


41  persons  died  of  Cancer  of  whom  37  were  upwards  of  55  years 
of  age.

They  also  are 
appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

Day  Nurseries 

Two  day  nurseries  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  are 
situated  in  the  Borough  : —

for  40  children.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

It  is  derived  from  moorland  surface  gathering  grounds,  stored 
in  impounding  reservoirs,  subjected  to  treatment  by  the  addition  of 
chalk  and  sedimentation,  passed  through  sand  filters  and  chlorine 
is  added  when  entering  the  supply  pipes. 

The  supply  is  sufficient,  constant  and  of  good  quality. 

Raw  Water. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  on  19  occasions 
during  the  year. 

All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  on  19  occasions  during 
the  year  and  were  found  to  be  slightly  acidic. 

Water  after  Treatment. 

Thirty-nine  bacteriological  examinations  were  performed  and 
all  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Thirty-nine  chemical  analyses  were  performed  and  all  proved 
satisfactory  and  were  declared  “free  from  lead,”  and  of  high  degree 
of  organic  purity. 

Messrs.  Melling  and  Arden,  Analytical  Chemists,  were  respon- 
sible for  both  forms  of  examination. 

Precautions  taken  against  PI umbo-Solvency . 

Chalk  is  added  at  the  rate  of  grains  per  gallon,  and  when 
necessary,  soda  ash  is  added  at  the  rate  of  \ grain  per  gallon.

A direct  piped  water  supply  is  maintained  in  8,472  houses. 
No  dvvellinghouse  is  supplied  by  means  of  a stand  pipe.

Public  Cleansing. 


House  refuse  is  deposited  by  house  holders  either 

(a)  in  the  8 middens, 

(b)  in  the  169  dry  ashpits, 

(c)  in  the  9,048  movable  Ashbins  which  are  now  in  existence. 

Collection  of  all  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor  Works,  where 
it  is  part  screened  and  part  burnt,  except  for  a small  proportion 
which  is  disposed  of  on  a controlled  basis  at  the  tip  adjoining  the 
Destructor  Works. 

The  number  of  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  have  been 
provided  during  the  year  is  661,  of  these  512  ashbins  were  provided 
in  lieu  of  243  ashpits  abolished. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation

A long  term  policy  is  in  operation  whereby  Owners  of  property 
are  offered  a grant  of  £10  for  the  conversion  of  either  Waste 
Water,  Privy  or  Pail  Closets  to  Fresh  Water  Closets.  During  the 
year  59  Tippler  Waste  Water  Closets,  5 Pail  Closets  and  6 Privy 
Closets  have  been  converted. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  a public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  provided  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

It  is  equipped  with  a filtration  and  sterilization  plant. 

There  is  no  privately  owned  swimming  bath  or  pool  in  the

Overcrowding. 

The  commonest  cause  of  this  undesirable  condition  occurs  in 
the  case  of  married  children  and  their  families  living  in  the  parent’s 
home. 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  in  Corporation  houses 
relieved  during  the  year. 

Particulars  of  Housing  Schemes. 

In  hand  at  the  end  of  1953  : — 

Unity  Street  Site — in  total  74  houses  48  of  which  are  completed.

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947 — 1948. 

The  Registration  of  premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
Ice  Cream  is  carried  out  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938.  Before  registration  is  granted  premises  must  comply 
with  the  Code  of  Practice  issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Coun- 
cil. 36  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.

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SEWAGE  WORKS. 

During-  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1953,  650  million 
gallons  of  sewage  and  trade  waste  has  been  fully  treated  at  the 
main  Botany  Works. 

The  sewage  has  been  strong  in  character  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  trade  waste  from  tannery,  bleaching  and  dye  works. 

The  sewage  in  the  Heap  Bridge  area  has  been  separately 
treated  at  the  small  Land  Filtration  Works  situated  at  Heap 
Bridge. 

6,600  tons  of  sludge  has  been  removed  from  the  main  Preci- 
pitation tanks  at  the  Botany  Works,  and  3,600  tons  of  humus 
sludge  has  been  removed  from  the  humus  tanks  and  recirculated. 

The  sludge  has  been  largely  disposed  of  by  drying  beds  situa- 
ted on  the  Tip  and  a proportion  of  the  same  delivered  to  Farms  for 
use  as  fertiliser. 

Some  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  treatment  of 
the  sewage  due  to  unusual  deposits  on  the  surfaces  of  the  Filters 
which  appear  to  be  the  results  of  the  common  use  of  detergents  for 
washing  purposes,  etc.  Work  is  now  proceeding  to  try  and  elimi- 
nate this  trouble  which,  unless  cleared,  will  seriously  interfere  with 
the  normal  methods  of  treatment. 

The  treatment  at  the  Botany  Works  consists  of  chemical  preci- 
pitation, biological  filtration  and  final  settlement  in  Humus  Tanks. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  sewage  and  trade  waste  flows  by 
gravity  to  the  Works,  whilst  a small  amount  from  the  low-lying 
district  of  Hooley  Bridge  is  conveyed  by  a low-level  sewer  and 
is  then  pumped  to  invert  level. 

The  plant  consists  of  main  outfall,  Detritus  Tank,  Screens, 
Storm  overflows,  Lea  Recorder,  Precipitation  Tanks,  Filtration 
Plant,  Humus  Tanks,  Ljectors,  Sludge  Presses,  Electrical  pumping 
plant,  Motors,  Air  Compressor,  Chlorinating  Panel,  etc. 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  due  to 
trespass  and  interference  with  the  Plant,  although  not  to  the  extent 
experienced  in  previous  years. 
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destructor  works. 


7,044  tons  of  household  and  shop  refuse  have  been  dis- 
posed of  at  the  Destructor  Works. 

In  addition,  a considerable  amount  of  trade  refuse  from  mills, 
warehouses  and  shops  has  been  dealt  with. 

840  loads  of  gulley  waste  and  street  sweepings,  collected 
by  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  have  been  disposed  of  on  the 
Works  Tip. 

Salvage  operations  have  been  continued  throughout  the  year, 
the  main  items  being  paper,  baled  tins,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous 
metals,  textiles,  cinder  fuel  and  fine  ash. 

The  modernisation  of  the  Destructor  Works  commenced  in 
1952  was  completed  in  March  this  year  and  the  plant  has  been  in 
operation  since  April.  When  the  new  plant  was  put  in  use  the  only 
outlying  tip  at  Simpson  Clough  was  closed  down  and  the  whole  of 
the  refuse  is  now  delivered  to  the  Destructor  Works  where  it  is 
dealt  with  by  a system  of  separation,  salvage  and  incineration, 
apart  from  a small  proportion  disposed  of  on  a controlled  basis  on 
the  Destructor  Works  Tip. 

The  Works  are  now  of  up  to  date  design  and  consist  of  main 
refuse  receiving  hopper  with  housing,  refuse  elevator  and  cover, 
rotary  screen  and  screen  house,  tailings  conveyer,  picking  belt  and 
table,  electro-magnetic  separator,  paper  baler,  metal  baler,  two  cell 
incinerator  with  conveyor  belt  stoking  arrangements,  fan  draught, 
etc.  All  machinery  is  electrically  driven. 

The  new  installations  have  considerably  improved  the  methods 
of  refuse  disposal  and  the  working  conditions. 

Work  throughout  the  year  has  been  generally  satisfactory  and 
although  some  trespass  has  occurred  the  damage  has  not  been  so 
much  as  in  previous  years.

This  disease  accounted  for  64  cases,  55  of  which  were  treated 
in  hospital,  and  recovered.  55  children,  contacts  of  these  cases, 
were  excluded  from  school  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia. 

Acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia  are  notifiable. 
Eight  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases  during  the  year,  2 oc- 
curred in  children  under  1 year  of  age.

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Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  examination  of  bacteriological  specimens  is  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Newton 
Heath,  Manchester.  95  specimens  were  sent  for  examination 
comprising  : — 

27 — Dysentery. 

18  — Food  Poisoning. 

50 — Scarlet  Fever  (Haemolytic  streptococci). 

The  serological  examinations  for  venereal  disease  are  referred 
to  Withington  Hospital. 


Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  materials  arising  from  notifiable  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

In  addition  the  fumigation  of  78  houses  by  means  of  Formalin 
was  carried  out. 

Tubercular-infected  houses  are  disinfected,  but  no  arrangements 
are  in  force  whereby  disinfection  is  carried  out  in  cases  of  mumps, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  chicken-pox. 

Any  Elementary  schools  in  which  any  possibility  of  infection 
exists,  are  fumigated,  or  sprayed  with  liquid  disinfectant. 

All  books  belonging  to  the  Public  Library  which  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  are  treated  by  fumigation  before  being  again 
put  in  circulation. 

In  any  case  of  Puerperal  Fever,  the  overalls  and  outfit  of  the 
Midwife  are  disinfected  prior  to  attendance  on  another  case. 
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Diphtheria  immunisation. 

Combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  was 
resumed  during  the  year.
